N the village of Meshed in Persia, on the far border of | 


Afghanistan, an American missionary hospital has for 


many years cared for the physical well being of the natives. | 


Throughout its career as a haven of mercy, the hospital’s 
commonest type of case has been camel bite. The ancient 
ship of the desert has bad teeth and a mean temper. He 


delights in nipping any one who comes within his sphere of | 


influence and blood poisoning is not an unusual complica- 
tion for these bites. 

Within the past few years, American motor cars have 
penetrated into even this remote district. The natives re- 
ceived the new form of transportation with enthusiasm and 
drive the cars over hill tracks and stony river beds with an 
abandon that is said to make visitors shed tears. And the 
usual malady now treated is not camel bite but contusions, 
sprains and fractures received in metor car accidents, with 
a few broken wrists gained in trying to turn over cold motors 
on frosty mornings. 

Incidentally a few years ago the mission hospital at 
Meshed could be reached only by several weeks’ painful 
plodding over trails by camel caravan. Now it is accessi- 
ble from Teheran in three or four days by motor bus. 
Ey en the remote corners of the earth grow nearer and 
camels cease to bite when motor transportation arrives. 


Safety Factors Increase 


iy a recent address Harry Cobbleigh of the N. A. C. C. 
called attention to the fact that during the past ten years 
motor fatalities have declined materially per 100,000 regis- 
tration in this country. He holds that the decline has been 
produced largely by safety features that have been added to 
the car. 

There no doubt of this fact. Within the past ten 
years we have been given four-wheel brakes, engines that 
are much more responsive, balloon tires and steering sys- 
tems that are enormously more efficient and responsive than 
older types.

Shop Service Four Stores 


With the trend evident among 

established wholesalers of 
what might be termed “community 
depots,” which really are branches, 
and the plainly apparent popu- 
larity of mechanical departments, 
it is highly desirable, from the 
viewpoint of efficiency, to make 
one centrally located shop service 
all the branches. 

It is along these lines that the H 

It is along these lines that the H. 
working and this company's plan 
seems to have distinct possibilities 
for other wholesalers who are 
similarly situated. that is, with one 
headquarters and three or four 
branches located at points which are 
strategic but not too far away 

In the case of this company. there 
are four branches, three within a 
comparatively short distance of the 
main establishment, and the fourth 
| considerably further away 

The three that are handy are 
serviced by the main shop and the 
fourth has a small shop of its own 
for rush jobs. although this small 
shop not nearly as completely 
equipped as the large one at the 
main store When time permits 
most of the shop work of this farth- 
est removed branch done in the 
headquarters shop. as well as ail the 
jobs for which the smaller shop is 
not equipped 

So far this arrangement has 
worked very well In addition to 
providing shop service for the three 
branches which would otherwise be 
available only at a prohibitive ex- 
pense, the single large shop permits 
concentration of the equipment, me- 
chanical personnel and administra- 
tion. This shop is under the per- 
sonal supervision of Herman H 
Rudnick himself. 

This arrangement avoids duplica- 
tion of equipment and investment 
and further promotes efficiency by 
reason of the four feeders, which 
are sure to supply enough work to 
keep the men and equipment work- 
ing steadily This steady work is 
the ideal condition and obviates the 
heavy losses experienced with such a 
department when it is idle 

A slight talling off of business in 
any one of the branches is hardly 
felt in this establishment for the 
general law of average seems to 
general law of averages seems to 
keep things nicely balanced and 
after day 

At present there is a _ sufficient 
volume of work to keep three men

busy all the time and the monthly 
billing for labor alone runs in exc}sss 
of $1,500. ‘ 

All this is done in a shop which 
is roughly 30x35 feet. a shop for 
which room could be found in just 
about any jobber’s establishment in 
the country 

In accordance with the practice of 
most wholesalers, this shop faces on 
the street and is behind an expanse 
of plate glass that provides’ plenty 
of light and at the same time dis- 
plays the equipment and the men 
at work. The advertising value of 
such an exhibit is tremendous 

The work «lone is the same as that 
done in every similar shop. “That is, 
pistons are ground to the customer’s 
specifications Pins and rings are 
fitted and the rods aligned when 
called for 

A complete bearing set-up is pro- 
vided and a stock of rebabbitted 
connecting rods for all popular 
makes of cars is kept on hand so 
an immediate exchange is possible. 

Rods taken in on the exchange 
are repoured at times when the 
shop work has slacked off a bit 
and then put in stock 

One interesting feature of the 
shop is the large vertical boring 
mill, which, after slight rebuilding, 
is now used almost exclusively for 
turning down flywheels prepara- 
to fitting new ring gears." 

3efore the arrival of this mill 
no effort was made to do this work 
and a number of jobs were sent 
out at $2 per wheel for lathe work. 
Now the shop does approximately 
300 a month and. the mill paid for 
itself in a very short time. ; 

Another valuable piece of equip- 
ment is that which sharpens ream- 
ers for the trade. The salesmen 
solicit this type of work and it is 
done at odd moments when the shop 
is not too busy. ; 

This shop represents an_invest- 
ment of about $8,500 and Rudnick 
of the opinion that when it is 
fully equipped, it will represent 
about $10,000. ; 

This jobber is a great believer 
in having the right kind of equip- 
ment and enough of it to do a 
job. “Odr mechanincal depart- 
ment,” he says, “is a service to 
our trade. The better we do the 
work, the more of it we will get to 
do and the more certain we are to 
keep our customers coming—which, 
of course, is the main reason for the 
investment.”

the After Market jobber than you 
can shake a stick at, and one of 
these things will no doubt be the 
credit situation. 

The handling of credit informa- 
tion isn't particularly intelligent in 
many cases, we must admit, but it is 
improving, and the improvement is 
coming quickly. 

The exchange of credit informa- 
tion, now in practice in many com- 
munities, is an entering wedge and 
a step in the right direction. Whole- 
salers can well afford to let the 
strong light of publicity shine on all 
their activities. and particularly is 
this true of their community credit 
ratings among themselves. 

Probably the greatest business ad- 


| vancement in the last quarter cen- 
|tury has been the increased stability 


of credit, and too much approbation 
cannot be given to those local credit 
associations which have done so 
much to. stabilize and _ establish 
sound credit business in their com- 
munities 

One of the difficulties with which 
the association's path is beset is that 


| of co-operation, or lack of it.

If you talk to almost any jobber 


|; who has broken his local credit af- 
| filiations, he will tell you he wasn't 
; getting enough out of it—and most 
| likely he’s right. 


These small asso- 
ciations are inclined to be expen- 
sive, and unless they are efficiently 


| managed, they aren't very effective. 


But where they are supported 100 
per cent. by the jobbing fraternity 
of the locality, they have done a 
great job. 

It often develops that after such 
an organization has been function- 
ing tor some time and credit worries 
begin ta get ironed out, members 
turn their attention to other mat- 
ters, secure in their belief that 


credit files are at last up to date and 
needn't be bothered about for a 
while. This is usually the first step 
toward disorganization. for first one 
company then another drops out 
and the cost of the bureau must 
then be divided among the re- 
mainder. But it’s not only the cost 
that finally kills the organization, 
it's the fact that with only a few 
members the association cannot 
function effectively for it has lost 
the benefit of credit reports from 
those jobbers who have withdrawn, 
and incomplete credit information 
is practically useless. 

So the organization dies. and three 
months later. all the old credit trou- 
bles are up on deck again, for credit 
standings cannot be neglected, they 
change too rapidly. 

We hope to see the day when 
every community has its own local 
credit association and at the risk of 
being labeled “crazy.” .

Lost Time Costly to Truck 
Users, Says

oe” A costs too 
much. Competition is 
forcing business to pay too 
high a price for its sales. 
What is to be done about it? 


That business must meet com- 

tition or fail is axiomatic. That 
idiewing the fashion and playing 
on the same side of the street 
that competition plays is not only 
fallacious but viciously destruc- 
tive. 

If one wants to know how to re- 
duce the cost of distribution, the 
answer is easy. It is merely a ques- 
tion of saving minutes. nothing 
more Business may waste actual 
money or nearly anything else and 
come out fairly well, but if business 
wastes time in distribution it will 
fail. There is no possible way by 
which failure can be prevented. 

The definition of the word dis- 
tribution is, “To scatter or spread 
out in an even and orderly way.” 
How far does business follow this 
rule in distribution? When busi- 
ness speaks of distribution as being 
the biggest problem. the most castly 
and confusing problem, is it not 
possible tnat it has forgotten the 
primary law of distributio n: 
the main trouble is due to the fact 
that while business scatters it does 
not scatier in an “even and order) 
way”?

When we begin to make common 
sense research into these minute 
losses. it will be found that the min 
utes alone are not the only things 
affected Suppose we see what it 
does to truck mileage. If a truck 
is making 50 miles per day this 
wasted time would mean 250 miles 
of lost distribution facility. It would 
mean that a good will loss by dis 
satisfied customers would be ir 
sured against to the extent of 250 
available miles. Every element in 
distribution contributes its part to 
savings, when minutes are the sal- 
vage factor. tonnage, distance, turn- 
over, everything has a distinct re- 
lationship to these minutes which 
are wasted.

DURANT MOTORS, INC. 

O company has attracted more attention in recent weeks 

in the automotive world than Durant Motors, Inc. 

Under the new management, which took hold of operations 

early this year, the output has greatly increased, deficits of 

a year ago have been turned into profits and the method 

of reporting the financial condition of the company has been 
revised. 

The company recently reported for the month of April a net profit 
of $400,000, contrasting with a loss of approximately $300,000 in the first 
three months of the year. This left a net profit of $100 000 for the first 
four months, compared with a deficit in the corresponding period of 1928 
The first quarter was largely taken up by preparations for the introduc- 
tion of new models, and April was the first month the company felt 
the effects of sales of the new product. 

The management is confident that operations of the company will 
continue to show a profit. and that it has turned the corner 

Accompanying a recent report on 1928 operations, the new manage- 
ment issued the following statement: : 
“Your management is confident of the future of your corporation. 

While it is too early to predict the result of operations for the year, 
your management feels confident that the results for 1929 will show 
a material improvement over previous operations.” 

Since the new officials took charge in January 
been introduced—the Six-Sixty-Six and the Six-Seventy 
cylinder jobs. equipped with four forward speed transmissions 
cars are reported by the company to have been well received, with orders 
from dealers exceeding the present demand 

Durant sales in 1928 showed a big increase over the preceding year 
totaling 115.200. as against 80,900 in 1927. These sales resulted in a profit 
from operations of $644,307, as against a loss of $1,456,320 for 1927 

The writing off of such items as the loss from sale of plants and 
other items of considerable size, but non-recurrent, caused a loss for 
the year of $982,484, despite the large eperating profit. With these 
write-offs out of the way, the company feels it is now in a position 
to take full advantage of the current increase in car sales over last 
year. It would appear that the confidence of the company in this 
regard is well placed. 

The new management is, without quesiion, a capable group of men 
They have been associated with successful motor car companies in the 
past, notably Dodge Brothers, Inc F. J. Haynes, formerly president of 
Dodge Brothers, Inc., is president, with R. A. Vail as vice-president and 
J. A. Nichols, Jr., secretary-treasurer. A. I. Philp is chairman of the board 

These men apparently have made up their minds to place sound 
practical valuations on Durant properties. which had been carried pre- 
viously at high figures. They are seeking the confidence Durant 
stockholders and the public, and they are certainly making a start 
in that direction 

The balance sheet issued in connection with the 1928 operating 
port showed a favorable financial condition, on which the company maj 
now proceed with new management, new cars and new confidence ; 

The last financial statement preceding the one just recently issued 
was for August 31, 1927, when a deficit of $9,813,061 was reported. This 
deficit was increased to $12,828,454 up to December 31, 1928 

But notwithstanding this large deficit, the company has an excess 
of tangible assets over liabilities amounting to $21,895,571 applicable 
to the 1.753.798 shares of stock outstanding, giving the stock a book 
value of $12.48 a share. which is $2 more than the stock is now selling 
for on the New York Curb Market. For a stock to be selling at less 
than its book value is unusual, shares very often selling for several 
times their book worth. This equity is divided roughly $12,000,000 in 
net liquid assets and $10,000,000 in net fixed and other assets. All 
intangibles have been written off. 

The cash item alone in the balance sheet 
greatly exceeding the total current liabilities 
item consisted of cash on hand and out in 
current assets to current liabilities is 4.18 to 1 

Not only have there been financial changes in the Durant organ- 
ization. Physical improvements have been made, including consolidation 
of activities in Michigan, Headquarters have been established at Detroit
